Columbus, Ohio, April 2.—Two chil­ 
dren of Mrs. H. Ii. B. W illiam s of Grove 
City w ere found dead in bed in the P ark 
hotel yesterday afternoon 
w ith 
their 
th ro ats cut from ear to car. Their nam es 
are H arry, 7 years old, and Maud, aged 
12. A th ird child, Annie, aged 13, w as in 
the room, but escaped unharm ed. The 
m urder w as com m itted by the m other, 
who had disappeared. L ater she was 
arrested. She showed no evidences of 
insanity and told the story of the horri­ 
ble crim e in a calm voice. She said she 
had m ade up her m ind last week to kill 
herself and her children and cam e to 
Colum bus S aturday for th at 
purpose. 
She secured some opium and all three 
took the drug S aturday night. It took 
effect only on the little girl Maud. She 
then determ ined to secure a razor and 
w aited until the m orning. She first cut 
the boy’s w rist, expecting him to bleed 
to death. He aw akened, however, and 
then she cut his throat. The body of 
M aud w as not touched b jr the razor. 
Mrs. W illiam s said she then asked An­ 
nie to let her cut her w rist, but the child 
begged so piteously th a t she lost cour­ 
age and left the hotel, 
intending to 
drown herself. She said it then occurred 
to her th a t Annie m ight be accused of 
the crim e, and she changed her mind 
and w ent to the house of a friend, Mrs. 
John C. Lester, in another p a rt of the 
town, where she w as found in the even­ 
ing. 
Dr. F ran k W arner w as called to the 
hotel about 3 o’clock in the afternoon 
by the proprietor, C. C. Al w ard, as 
soon as the crim e was discovered. The 
doctor w as escorted to the room where 
the two victim s of the m urder lay. The 
children were both in their night cloth­ 
ing. 
The little girl, M aud, had her 
th ro a t cut alm ost from ear to ear.

the foot of the bed lay a razor w ith 
w hich the crim e had been com m itted. 
The doctor said the position of the lit­ 
tle girl indicated she had struggled 
desperately for her life.

property. 
The explosion w as of such a terrific 
n ature th at the recovered bodies are 
badly m utilated and disfigured, render­ 
ing the m atter of identification one 
of g reat difficulty. Some of the corpses 
present little m ore th an the ap p ear­ 
ances of a hum an trunk, dism em bered 
of legs and arm s.

W hen the accident occurred it seemed 
th a t an earthquake had shaken the en­ 
tire vicinity and pieces of the buildings 
and m achinery were hurled g reat dis­ 
tances from the site of the tannery. 
O ther buldings located near the boiler- 
room were badly dam aged. 
There had been 
trouble with the 
boiler for some 
tim e and yesterday 
John Parker, forem an of the plant, wad 
called to the boiler-room to see if it 
couldn’t be fixed. 
It was found th a t 
the w ater supply could not be satisfac­ 
torily adjusted, hut this w as remedied. 
By the tim** tho tannery opened for the 
day it was thought th a t the boiler was 
all right. 
Five m inutes later Mike P ark er en­ 
tered the boiler-room and ordered th a t 
the w histle be blown to sta rt the works. 
The rope attached to the whistle was 
pulled and instantly there w as a fear­ 
ful explosion. The big iron sm okestack 
on the boiler-house was blown high into 
the air and fell across tim roof of the 
shop and the tall brick chim ney fell, 
crushing the engine-room . 
W hen the smoke and dust cleared 
aw ay a scene of wreck and ruin w as re­ 
vealed. 
Men hurried from all p arts of 
the town and the work of rem oving 
those buried under the ruins w as com­ 
menced. 
The piteous cries of the injured men 
pinned under the debris urged the res­ 
cuers on to rapid work and in a short 
tim e the bodies of four men had been 
rem oved and five of the injured had 
been taken out. 
It was then found th at one of the 
four boilers had been blown to pieces, 
com pletely w recking the boiler-house 
and dem olishing several buildings near 
by. 
The head of the boiler fell 300 
y ards from the tannery and the boiler 
tubes were scattered in every direction.
